Two lengths of fire hose directed 
towards each end of the street, soak- 
ed pickets and private citizens watch- 
ing strike developments at the plant 
of the Popular and Superior Cloak 
Company at Guelph on Monday morn- 
ing following a night during which 
scores of windows were smashed and 
one man was arrested. 

First indications of trouble came a- 
bout midnight when a fusillade of 
stones rattled against the walls of the 
plant Shattering several panes of 
glass. 

Thereafter strikers directed their 
volleys of rocks against the wind- 
ows and on Monday evening the sash 
was almost clear of glass.

MANY TRIBUTES TO

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Carman Hopper, 25, of London, 
Ont., escaped death by inches at 10.30 
g’clock on Wednesday morning last, 
when he was thrown into the air and 
then dashed into a crater caused by 
an explosion in a Public Utilities 
Commission man hole at the corner of 
Ridout and Horton Streets. 

He was lacerated about the face 
and body and is suffering from se- 
vere shock. 

The explosion took place just as 
young Hopper was passing over the 
top of the man hole. Hopper was cat- 
apulted into the air and dropped in- 
to the man hole. Broken concrete 
the man hole cover, the latter split 
in two, fell around him.

WOMAN DENIES PLAN

the babies themselves. 

The babies’ room faces the east, at 
the front of the hospital building 
where light and sun can pour in to 
do its life-giving work, all day long. 
A glass partition separates the large 
room so that the nurse can take care 
of one of the babies at a time, while, 
on the other side of the partition, 
the four other babies sleep. A sun 
porch opens to the east off the 
babies’ room, where they can have 
their daily sun baths undisturbed, and 
within easy reach of the nurse on 
duty inside. 

The public which has made the 
hospital possible, has not been for- 
gotten. From the entrance hall at 
the side of the building a large gless 
window has been constructed, looking 
right into the large nursery room. All 
authorized visitors in future will be 
able to see the babies as they sleep 
and play in the nursery. 

Dr. Dafoe has frequently declared 
that the reason for the continued life 
d good health of the babies has 
been location of the Dionne farm, 
miles from civmsation with its smoke 
and soot germs. The Dafoe hospital 
has been constructed on the scene of 
the babies’ birth for this reason, de- 
apite the fact that the doctor may 
have to struggle in the long winter 
days ahead to make his daily yisit. 

The hospital is complete, but the 
babies will not be transferred until 
the end of September at the earliest. 
allowing plenty of time for the plas- 
ter to dry and their new home made 
snug and comfortable for them. 


WILL COMPETE 


Prospects are that a number of 
bright pupils of schools in Hastings 
County will compete for Warden G.

Mrs. Emma Cooke, widow,rof the 
former 
member for North Hastings in the 
Legislature for 23 years, Ontario Cab- 
inet minister for many years and ex- 
Chairman of the Ontario Hydrp Elect- 
ric Power Commission, died early on 
Wednesday at her home in Harold, in 
the eighth concession of Rawdon. 

Her health had not been good for 
seventeen years as she was practically 
an invalid. Since the death of her 
husband under tragic circumstances 
following an accident on August 13th, 
she had been gradually failing.

Peonies ‘are now being planted at 
the Central Experimental Farm. A 
sunny spot is chosen where the | 
was dug deeply several months ago 
and well rotted manure was put in the 
bottom of the trench. Just before’ 
planting time some bonemeal is mixed 
with the soil—a handful for each 
root. 

The tubers are so placed that there 
is two inches of soil above the crown, 
for if they are planted too deeply the 
flowers may not bloom. 

It is advisable to mulch the plants 
for the first winter to prevent al- 
ternate freezing and thawing. In the 
late autumn the leaves should be cut 
off and burned so that if any disease 
spores are present, they will be de- 
stroyed and not left on the ground 
‘over winter.

AUSTRALIAN TOBACCO 
CROP WAY OFF 


There will be a great reduction in 
the current tobacco crop of Australia 
as compared with last season when 
13,700,000 pounds was produced. The 
current crop is estimated at only 
1,500,000 pounds of leaf. The present 
tobacco crop has suffered successively 
from too much rain, blue mould, dry 
weather and frost, a combination 
which greatly lowers the quality as 
well as reducing the yield. The 1931 
boom ‘had the effect of causing a 
great number of unskilled growers to 
go into the cultivation of tobacco 
which had the result of prodtcing a 
leaf of unsatisfactory quality at un- 
economic cost. Prices have not been 
| satisfactory during the past season 
and a very large percentage of the 
total output cannot be disposed of. 
Australian tobacco manufacturers ab- 
sorb about 4,000,000 pounds of Aust-
